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PREFACE 

This  inventory  of  Owen  County  records  constitutos  a  part 
of  a  gcnoral  guido  ^°  ^he  county  archives  of  Indiana.    It  has  "boon 
prepared  by  tho  Historical  Records  Survoy  of  this  state,  operating 
as  a  separate  project  undor  tho  Works  Progress  Admini  strati  on. 

The  survey  of  state  and  local  historical  records  in  Indiana 
was  instituted  in  February  1936,  as  part  of  a  nation-vn.de  under- 
taking under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans.    Samuel  J. 
Kagan,  state  archivist  of  the  Indiana  History  and  Archives  Division 
of  tho  Stato  Library,  was  assigned  to  lead  tho  project  as  State 
Director.    In  the  beginning  the  Survey  wa3  closely  associated  with 
the  7»'r iters'  Projeot.    On  September  23,  1S36,  the  Historical  Records 
Survey  was  nominally  as  well  as  faotually  made  independent  of  the 
Writers'  Project.    In  general,  it  has  from  its  very  inception  acted 
as  a  separate  and  independent  unit  of  Federal  Project  Ho.  1. 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  survey  of  oounty  records  in  Indiana 
has  been  to  furnish  the  officials  of  the  local,  state,  and  national 
governments,  students  of  history,  lawyers,  and  genealogists,  and  the 
general  citizenry  interested  in  the  county  reoords,  with  a  convenient 
tool  for  use  in  consulting  them.    It  is  the  object  of  the  Survoy 
to  make  the  valuable  source  materials  that  are  to  bo  found  in  the 
Indiana  courthouses  and  other  public  buildings,  available  and  more 
accessible  to  those  who  may  be  in  need  of  them.    It  is  our  hope 
that  the  information  contained  in  this  inventory  will  arouse  groater 
interest  in  state  and  looal  historical  records  and  will  encourage 
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officials  to  oontinuo  tho  improvomont  of  methods  for  tho  preservation 
and  safekeeping  of  thoso  rocords. 

The  field  work  of  the  survey  of  Owon  County  was  bo  gun  on  ::_y 
20,  1936,  undor  the  district  supervision  of  Mrs.  Katherin©  Smith 
who  was  later  succooded  by  Marion  Arvin.    The  field  workers  were 
John  Has  on,  Johnnnnh  Newton,  Lahman  Hanna  and  Jorry  Zirk,  all  of 
Torre  Eaute.    It  was  completed  on  Juno  15,  1936.    Lany  visits,  now- 
ever,  have  since  been  made  to  tho  county  courthouse  to  chock  and  re- 
ohook  the  information  containod  horein,  tho  final  re chock  having 
boen  in  Soptonbor,  1937. 

Thore  ore  ninety- two  countios  in  Indiana.  '.Then  tho  inventory 
of  oounty  archivos  is  completed  a  soparato  volumo  is  to  bo  dovotod 
to  each  oonty  invontory  in  tho  state.    Or/on  County  is  llo.  60, 

Tho  inventory  propor  is  proccdod  by  a  number  of  introductory 
sections  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  and  events  forming 
the  baokground  and  basis  of  the  records.    The  entries  for  the 
rooord  series  are  carried  in  oonsocutive  numbering  for  the  oounty. 
The  bureaus  are  arranged  in  functional  order:    Governing  boards; 
major  administrative  offices;  judicial  offices;  and  financial, 
educational,  health,  engineering,  and  other  groups.  TTnerever 
applicable,  natural  groupings  under  separate  bonding s  are  rade 
within  the  bureau,  and  the  entries  are  arranged  thereunder  also  accor- 
ding to  their  functional  sequence.    A  full  and  extensive  index 
following  the  inventory  will  help  the  reader  locate  records  with  a 
minimum  of  inconvenience  and  effort. 

The  editing  of  this  invontory  has  been  conducted  by  an  editorial 
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staff  of  sono  forty  mon  and  women,  whoso  labors  wo  deeply  appreciate 
and  wish  to  recognize  forthwith,  captainod  by  Harry  A.  Rider,  Editor 
John  R,  U.illigan  in  charge  of  accossion  and  classifying;  Louise 
Nation  in  charge  of  checking;  Canis  E.  Brookway  in  chargo  of  con- 
densing; Julius  Salman,  legal  advisor;  and  Howard  G.  Underwood, 
historical  rocoarch  editor.

'   PART  A.  OWEN  COUNTY  AMD  ITS  RECORDS  SY  : 

1.    HISTORICAL  SIIETCJI 

Owen  Count*',  situated  in  the  west  central  part  of  the  stato, 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  Putnam  and  Morgan  Counties,  on  the 
cast  by  Korean  and  Monroe  Counties,  on  the  couth  by  Grccno  County, 
and  on  the  west  by  Clay  County.     It  has  an  area  or  606  square 
rules. 

'■••'he  topography  'of  Owen  County  is  highly  diversified;  high 
and  low  Mils,  ridgos,  valleys,  bluffs,  cuad  plains  make  up  the 
surface.    Along  Vfhite  River  arc  bottom  lands,  and  along  the  v;o st- 
ern and  northeastern  edges  of  the  county  plains  predominate.  The 
west  fork  of  White  River  runs  in  a  southwesterly  direction  through 
the  area.    McCormick's,  Y.yatt's,  6ig  and  Little  Racoon  Creeks  on 
the  south,  and  Limestone,  IJ.11,  Rattlesnake,  and  Fish  Creeks  or. 
the  north  are  tributary  to  White  River^  Eel  River,  also  a  tri- 
butary of  White  Liver,  makes  a  loop  through  the  county  on  both 
the  northern  and  southern  boundaries. 

The  English  landed  and  settled  in  Jamestown  in  1607.  The 
French  founded  Quebec  a  year  lat  r,  and  began  a  scries  of  explora- 
tions to  the  west  and  south  that  eventually  too::  LaSalle  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Mississippi  Liver.    On  April  S,  1682,  he  claimed  the 
ontirc  river  valley— the  American  Middle  ".'.'est — in  the  name  of 
France  and  called  it  Louisiana  after  his  Ling.    In  Indiana,  French 
trading  posts  had  been  established  on  the  present  sites  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Lafayette,  and  Vinccnnes  by  1736.    Rivalry  between  the 
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French  and  English  over  the  poc cocci on  of  the  °hio  cir.d  I.Iississipr  1 
Valleys  and  the  valuable  fur  trade  which  had  grown  up  in  that 
region  led  to  the  French  and  Indian  V.ar.    Hie  British  v:crc  vic- 
torious, and  by  the  Treaty  ol'  i'aris,  7cbrVir.iv  10,  1763,   bhis  vast 
empire  was  coded  to  Zn;;land.    Shortly  after  the  outer,  oak  of  bhc 
American  Revolution,  General  George  Rogers  Clark  captured  the 
British  posts  at  Kaskaskia  and  Vinconnes.    This  brought  the  terr- 
itory which  later  comprised  Indiana,  Ohio,  Ilichigan,  Wisconsin, 
and  a  part  of  Linnosota,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Virginia.  In 
1764,  Virginia  ceded  tide  land  go  the  United  States  Government, 
and  three  years  labor  Congress  passed  the  Ordinance  providing  for 
the  establishment  and  government  of  Northwest  Territory.  Indiana 
Territory  v/as  organised  in  1000,  and  in  1816,  Indiana  was  admit  ;cd 
into  the  Union  ac  a  state. 

In  addition  to  clairis  of  ownership  o2  France,  England,  Vir- 
ginia and  the  United  States,  the  territory  now  comprising  Owen 
County  originally  belonged  to  several  tribes  of  Indians:  the 
I.'iari,  Potawatomi,  Delawares,  and  Fel  Fivers.    By  a  treaty  signed 
on  Sent-nb^r  SO,  1609,  at  Fort  V.ayne — Icnovm  ac  Harrison's  Purchase — 
moot  of  Owon  County  v/as  aoquired  by  the  United  Stakes  Government, 
'ffte  remainder  of  the  county— the  nor  the  st  corner — was  included 
in  the  treaty  of  St.  I.ixrys,  October  2-6,  1318,  whereby  most  of 
contral  Indiana  south  of  the  Wabash*  River  was  ceded  to  the  Fnited 
Statos  Government. 

The  first  permanent  White  settlers  in  Owen  Coun-by  were 
Philip  Hart  and  his  family,  who  settled  a  little  northeast  of 
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tho  present  site  of  Spencer  in  October,,  1816,  arid  James  Bigger, 
•a  single  man  who,  labor,  married  one  or  -arc's  daughters.  A 
little  later,  Jolin  Dunn,  General  John  Bartholomew,  the  Boom 
family,  and  others  purchased  land  in  the  county.    Dunn  and  his 
wife  and  far. uly  oame  to  the  county  on  February  5,  1817,  and  built 
a  cabin  at  the  foot  of  the  "narro-.v"  above  Spencer.     General  Bar- 
tholomew brought  his  family  to  Ov.'cn  County  in  April,  1317,  end 
built  a  cabin  on  the  side  of  a  hill.    Thorns,  John,and  Robert 
LclTaught  settled  in  the  county  at  the  sane  time.    On  '/arch  25, 
1817,  Neely,  Enoch,  and  Levi  Beer,  built  a  cabin  south  of  Spencer, 
on  what  is  now  the  site  of  i.iverside  Cemetery.    This  "Dunn  settle- 
ment", as  it  was  called,  was  further  augmented  in  tho  spring  of 
lel7  by  Isaiah  Cooper,  Jacob  Hclntire,  budlcy  I'ilner,  Richard 
Ilirby,  b'illiam  Anderson,  and  several  other  families. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  a  petition  from  the  settlers  Owen  County 
was  formed  by  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  approved  December  21, 
lulo,  out  of  territory  previously  attached  to  baviess  and  Sullivan 
Counties.    The  legal  boundaries  as  set  out  in  tho  act  -.vcrc: 
"Beginning  at  the  north  east  corner  of  township  eight  of  ran  ;e 
three  west  of  the  second  principal  meridian  line,  thence  we st  with 
the  said  township  line  to  the  north  west  corner  of  township  eight, 
north  of  range  six  west,  thence  north  with  tho  ran;-.e  line  dividing 
ran~cs  six  and  seven  to  the  .south  east  corner  of  the  county  of  Vigo; 
thence  north  with  the  line  of  Y£  30  county  to  the  India::  boundary; 
thence  south  eascwardly  with  the  Indian  boundary  to  the  range  line 
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dividing  ranges  two  and  three  west;  thence  couth  with  the  range 
line  dividing  ranges  two  and  thrcoto  tho  place  of  beginning."  (1) 

On  Docomber  51,  1821,  an  act  attached  a  portion  of  V.'abash 
County  to  Owen  County.    Another  act  of  the  came  data  detached  ter- 
ritory fro::;  Owen  when  Putnan  County  was  forr.cd.    This  latter  act 
was  amended  on  December  .21,  1822,    V/hon  Clay  County  was  forr  id  on 
February  12,  1825,  Owon  County  lost  a  strip  of  land  on  -ho  bound- 
ary, 

rhe  first  officials  of  the  newly  formed  county  were  John 
Bartholomew,  treasurer,  and  James  Galletly,  surveyor;  the  sheriff 
v/as  Andrew  Evans  and  the  clerk  was  John  R.  Freolandj  Robert  D. 
Iviilnor  and  Thomas  McIIaught  v:crc  commissi oners  but  they  resigned 
and  John  Johnson,  James  A  Steele,  and  Jesse  Evans  wore  appointed 
to  serve  until  the  next  election;  Joseph  Freeland  and  Hugh  Barnes 
were  associate  judges. 

rfho  first  mooting  of  the  commissioners  was  hole  on  .  arch  4, 
1C19,  in  tho  cabin  of  John  Dunn,     fhclr  first  acs  "..as  to  divide 
tho  county  into  three  townships.    At  present  there  are  thirteen 
townships  in  Owen  County:    Clay,  Franklin,  Harrison,  Jackson, 
Jefferson,  Jennings,  Lafayette,  Larion,  Montgomery,  IJorgan,  Tay- 
lor, Washington,  and  V.'ayne. 

'•^he  commissioners  appointed  to  locate  the  county  seat  chose 
a  site  on  White  River  about  a  half  mile  above  Spencer.  This 
tov/n  was  called  Lancaster.     In  response  to  a  petition  from  citi- 
zens of  the  county  new  commie si oners  were  appointed.    On  February 
12,  1S20,  thoy  selected  the  present  site  of  Spencer  as  the  seat 
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of  ;:ovoi*ir,icnt.    Hie  county  was  name  in  honor  of  I.jajor  Abraham 
Oven,  of  I'cntuclry,  who  was  hilled  at  tho  battle  of  rippecanoe. 

The  first  term  or  cirauit  court  bc;;an  March  1,  1019,  in  tho 
cabin  of  John  I>unn«  The  presiding  ^uuto  of  the  c  ircuit  -.vac  Gen- 
eral VT«  Johneon. 

The  first  courthouse  in  Owen  County  ivas  a  double  io;;  cabin 
40  :c  od.fcct  in  sizo«    This  building  v.*as  completed  in  L!?rch  , 
1C20,  and  v;ac  the  first  structure  to  be  erected  in  Spencer.  Tho 
second  courthouse  v;as  built  in  1G2C,  and  later  o..  an  addition  v,-as 
built  to  the  vest  side.    This  was  a  two  story  brick  structure. 

Owen  County  has  suffered  a  steady  decrease  in  populatio  i 
since  1090.    3et.voen  1910  and  1920  the  p_rccnta-c  of  decrease 
vras  9.2;  from  1920  to  1930  the  rate  decrease  jumped' to  11,'. 
The  1930  census  showed  a  population  of  a  little  over  11,000.  Tho 
census  also  shows  tha    there  v;ere  only  39  foreign  born  whites  and 
42  rc^rocs  in  the  county.    The  incorporated  towns  are  fencer  and 
Go sport. 

Agriculture  Is  chc  principal  occupation  in  'che  cou..ty  with 
corn  and  v/heat  the  most  important  crops.     The  last  five  years  have 
seen  an  increase  in  corn  acreage  of  over  20, b,  and  an  increase  in 
tho  number  of  ho~s  of  13;I,    There  is  very  little  market  gardening 
done  in  the  county  and  not  much  dairying. 

^ost  of  the  manufacturing  plants  in  the  county  are  located 
ir.  Spencer.    Dru^s ,  c  lo tires  .—pins ,  and  lumber  products  are  import- 
ar.  .    A  printing  plant  is  bhe  larrjosb  industry.     The  natural  resources 
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of  the  county  include  building  stone,  limestone,  gravel,  and  about 
20  coal  mines  employing  a  total  of  250  men.

2.    GOVEIUCENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTrJJ 


Owen  County,  with  its  county  scat  at  Spencer,  is  a  polit- 
ical subdivision  of  the  Stato  of  Indiana  for  administrative  pur- 
poses, and  has,  therefore,  only  such  powers  of  local  government  as 
have  been  proscribed  by  la.;.    Owen  County  v:as  organized  by  an  act 
of  the  general  assembly,  December  21,  1G18.  (1)    Its  present 
form  of  government,  as  it  functions  today,  is  the  result  of  its 
development  under  the  original  Constitution  of  1316,  the  pre  cent 
constitution  adopted  in  1351,  and  more  than  a  century  of  legis- 
lative action. 

^he  county  system  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from 
England  and  the  American  colonics,  whence  pioneer.:  in  Indiana 
brought  their  customs  and  laws.    The  beginnings  in  Indiana  arc 
found  in  the  laws  of  the  Northwest  Territory,  which  provided  for 
a  group  of  administrative  officers,  as  follows:    Sheriff,  (2) 
coroner,  (3)  and  recorder.  (4)    Under  the  laws  of  Indiana  Territory 
of  1G02,  the  office  of  county  surveyor  was  established.  (5) 

In  the  year  of  1G16,  Indiana  was  admitted  to  the  Union  and  the 
constitution  of  that  year  provided  for  the  election  in  each  court' 
of  a  clerh,  (6)  recorder,  (7)  sheriff,  and  coroner.  (3)     To  those 
were  added  by  legislative  enactment  in  1317,  a  governing  body 
called  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  (2)  and  the  office  of 
treasurer,  (10)  and  in  1213  the  ofi'ice  of  surveyor.  (11)    At  the 
organization  of  Owen  County,  those  offices  were  established  under 
the  authority  of  the  Constitution  of  1313  and  subsequent  legislative

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enactments.    In  1841  tho  office  of  auditor  was  established,  (l^j 

As  the  state  grow,  there  v;as  muah  , dissatisfaction  with  ;he 
Constitution  of  l^lu,  out  repeated  attempts  to  change  it  did  not 
succeed  until  1851,  when  a  constitutional  convention  ./as  celled 
and  framed  a  nov;  constitution.    This  constitution  ivas  adopted  in 
1351,  and  with  amendments  remains  the  constitution  of  Indiana. 

£>ach  county  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  state  and  has 
an  individual  governmental  organization.    Although  the  C  -nstitution 
of  1851  forbids  special  legislation,  (IS)  the  general  assembly 
has  provided  the  accessary  additional  officers  for  counties,  v,*i th- 
in a  classification  based  on  a  population  prerequisite,  urban 
and  rural  areas  obviously  cannot  be  governed  by  the  sane  number 
of  officers.    Zach  county  has  the  constitutional  officers.,  but  • 
the  statutory  of i iccrs-  vary  in  number,  powers,  and  duties.  The 
latter  my  be  compulsory  in  all  counties,  or  they  may  be  optional, 
and  therefore  established  in  only  a  fow  instances;  others  are 
authorized  in  only  certain  class.. s  of  counties,  thou  ;h  the  class 
:  ay  include  but  one  county. 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  states  of  the  Union  in  having 
a  dual  system  of  county  government,  since  the  establishment  in 
each  counoy  of  a  county  council  in  1899*  (14)    Each  county  is 
governed  by  a  board  of  eoi.-ndssioncrs  and  a  county  council.  The 
duties  of  these  agencies,  with  technical  distinction,  are 
enumerated  in  their  proper  places  below. 

From  the  beginning  of  ohe  present  century  a  tendency  tovrard 
centralization  of  power  in  the  hands  of  state  authorities  has 
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taken  from  county  officials  many  of  choir  powers  and  duties  and 
has  greatly  lessoned  tho  scope  of  those  remaining.    In  older 
fields  of  f  inane  ,  roads,  and  education,  the  state • s  supervision 
has  greatly  increased,  and  the  creation  of  newer  state  departments, 
such  as  police,  food  and  fire  inspection,  and  public  welfare,  has 
caused  heavy  removal  of  local  responsibility  and  control. 

Pre  s cnt  Admird.  c t r at i  on 

The  Constitution  of  1851  pro-rie.ee  for  the  election  of  a  clcrl: 
of  the  circuit  court,  who  keeps  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of 
all  the  courts  in  the  county;  an  auditor,  who  keeps  records  of 
county  financial  matters  and  records  dealing  in  real  property  and 
the  estates  of  private  citizene;  a  recorder,  whose  duties  are  to 
keep  a  record  of  every  conveyance  or  other  instrument  entitled  or 
required  by  lav:  to  be  recorded;  a  treasurer,  who  receives  ail  money 
coning  to  the  county  "and  keeps  a  record  of  same;  a  sheriff,  v;ho  is 
conservator  of  t"  c  peace  and  who  carries-  out  court  orders;  a  coroner 
who  investigates'  violent  deaths  and  those  of  suspicious  circum- 
stances; and  a  surveyor,  who  prepares  plans  and  specifications  for 
tho  improvement  of  public  works,  establishes  boundaries  for  public 
and  private  lands,  and  since  19SS  has  had  charge  of  drainage 
systems.  (15)     The  constitution  provides  for  two  other  officers — 
circuit  judge  (16)  and  prosecuting  attorney  (17)  who  legally  are 
a  part  of  the  circuit,  which  ray  include  one  or  more  counti  s. 

The  present  leading  governing  body  of  the  county  is  the  board

Upon 
proper  petition,  this  office  was  established  in  Owen  County  1019.  (38) 
In  1937  a  new  act  changed  the  name  to  agricultural  a  mt,     rid  ;hc 
office  was  made  mandatory  in  ever;.'  Indiaua  county.    The  agent  is 
now  appointed  by  the  director  of  agricultural  extension  service  of 
Purdue  University,  subject  to  the  approval  of  a  state  board  which 
is  called  th   c  ounty  agricultural  agent  board.

In  1913  the  county  hif.h.. aye  were  placed  in  charge  of  a  super- 
intendent of  hi;;h..ays,  who  v/as  appointed  by  the  county  co;nvi.:;r;i  oners 
for  p.  torn  of  tv;o  years,  (41)     In  1933  this  offico  was  abolished,  (42) 
and  the  duties  were  transferred  to  the  surveyor,  (43)    mlchs  the 
county  commissioners  appoint,  at  their  option,      hi  h  super*/ 
visor,  (44)  in  order  to  provide  for  necessary  supervision  of  the 
highways  in  counties  warranting  more  attention  ;han  the  surveyor 
can  give*    The  terra  of  offico  of  the  highway  supervisor  is  discre- 
tionary with  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  (45)    The  joard  of 
comma s si oners  of  Owen  County  lias  appointed  a  hi  ;hway  supervisor, 

fho  legislature,  in  1923,  enacted  a  lav:  in.  which  it  created 
a  miners'  examination  board  for  counties  in  which  -there  is  located 
a  coal  mine  employing  ten  or  more  minors.     The  board  is  appointed 
annually  by  the  county  co;,a assioncrs  and  consists  of  two  resident 
miners  with  five  years'  mining  e:rperience  who  are  engaged  as  coal

The  board  of  public  welfare  was  created  by  an  act  of  ;he 
legislature  in  19bG.    The  board  consists  of  five  memo  rs  appoint- 
ed by  the  jud~c  of  the  circuit  court  to  serve  dor  a  term  of  four 
years.     The  board  must  consist  of  at  least  two  women  members  and 
not  more  than  three  of  the  board  menfee^e  may  be  adherents  of  the 
same  political  party*    The  board  is  charged  with  the  administration 
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or  assistance  to  dependent  children  in  their  own  hones,  to  a  ed 
persons  and  to  all  those  who  ore  other.vise  handicapped.  (52) 

Judicial 

The  judicial  syster.  of  Owen  County ,  as  of  other  Indiana 
counties,  is  prescribed  by  the  state  constitution  and  the 
subsequent  legislative  enactments  of  the  Indiana  General  Assembly.

The  circuit  court  has  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal,  civil,  probate, 
and  juvenile  cases,  and  hears  appeals  from  lower  courts  as  corf  -erred 
by  lav/.  (57) 

In  1552  by  legislative  enactment,  the  court  of  common  pleas 
was  established  with  limited  jurisdiction.  (55)    The  court  continued 
in  existence  until  it  was  abolished  by  an  act  of  the  legislature 
in  1575.  (59)

end  reporting  which  ar.e  uniform  for  every  public  office  ol'  ;he 
same  class.

•  •honcver  it  may  be  necessary-  for  the  preservation  of  she  records 
of  .any  office  from  mutilation,  tl.o  boar-  o_'  county  co:..i.  :i  mere 
issues  an  order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  an-  bran- 
scribe  the  records  for  preservation.  (61) 

In  1025  a  law  was  passed  permitting  county  officials,  at 
their  discretion,  to  turn  ovur  to  the  archives  division  of  eke 
sbatc  library  for  permanent  preservation,  any  official  books, 
records,  documents,  original  papers,  newspaper  files,  or  printed 
books  and  material  not  in  current  use  in  their  offices'.  (52) 
This  law  is  optional  and  has  keen  ineffectual,.    County  officials 
are  loath  to  part  with  records,  even  when  no  longer  in  use  and 
in  spite  of  lack  of  storage  space,  anticipating  a  possible  call 
for  tkem.

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Owen  County  courthouse,  built  in  1010,  stands  on  a  public 
square,  bounded  by  -Vanillin,  Washington,  I3artin,  and  Lain  Streets, 
in  Sponccr*    A  steel  and  linestone  structure,  it  is  123'  in  length 
and  width  and  50 »  in  height,  exclusive  of  the  dome.    The  first  floo: 
contains  the  office  of  the  agricultural  agent;  the  second  floor, 
the  offices  of  tho  commissioners,  the  clerk,  the  recorder,  the 
sheriff,  the  accessor,  the  treasurer,  end  the  auditor;  and  the  thir 
floor,  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools.    Storage  roor.-.s 
for  rocords  are  located  in  the  basement  and  on  the  first  said  third 
floors*. 

Hoard  of  Commissioners

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Sheriff 

Tho  sheriff  occupies  or.  office  20'  by  15'  by  10 ^    en  the  north- 
east corner  of  tho  second  floor.    Yvoll-lighted  and  well- ventilated, 
tho  office  has  a  wooden  floor  and  concrete  walls  and  ceiling. 
Sixteen  feet  of  shelving  house  4'  of  bound  volumes  and  2'  of  unbound 
records  in  file  boxes  12"  docp.    Sixty-one  per  cent  of  the  sheriff's 
records  are  housed  here,  and  Z9/Z  in  the  first  floor  storage  room.

II.     C0U1ITY  COUNCIL 


In  1899  the  legislature  erected  the  county  council.  This 
council  consists  of  seven  members  who  are  elected  for  a  tern  of 
four  years  and  must  be  resident  freeholders  of  the  county.  One 
membor  is  elected  from  each  of  the  four  councilmanic  districts  by 
tho  voters  of  the  district,  and  three  members  are  elected  by  the 
voters  of  tho  county  at  large.    The  council  elects  its  president 
from  its  membership,  and  the  auditor  acts  as  its  clerk.  The 
sheriff  is  required  to  execute  the  orders  of  the  council*  (l) 
The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Owen  County  is  1699. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  is  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  I'onday  of  September  for  the  purposes  of  fixing  the  tax 
rate,  of  imposing  the  tax  levy,  and  of  making  appropriations,  (2) 
and  continues  from  day  to  day  until  its  business  is  completed.  (3) 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  auditor  or  a  majority  of  the 
members.  (4)    Sessions  must  be  public.  (5)    Although  a  majority 
of  the  council  constitutes  a  quorum,  the  passage  of  ordinances 
requires  a  majority  of  all  members;  and  extraordinary  majorities 
are  required  by  law  in  certain  instances;  (6)  a  three-fourths  vote 
to  increase  or  Insert  an  item  in  the  budget  estimates  submitted 
by  the  county  agonoies  through  tho  auditor;  (7)  a  two-thirds  vote 
to  mako  additional  apy>ropriations  at  special  meetings.

VII.  SHERIFF 


The  sheriff  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years.    Ke  must  give  a  bond  to  insure  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties,  and  is  required  to  take  the  usual  oath  of  office,  (i) 
IIo  person  is  eligible  to  hold  the  office  of  sheriff  for  more  than 
four  years  in  any  period  of  six  years.  (2)    Prior  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1651  the  office  of  sheriff  functioned  by  virtue  of  the 
Constitution  of  1816,  (3)    The  inception  date  of  this  office  in 
Owen  County  is  1819,  the  organization  date  of  the  county. 

The  sheriff  is  the  conservator  of  peace  within  Owen  County. 
He  may  arrest  without  process  all  persons,  who  within  his  view 
commit  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  and  hold  them  in  custody  during 
investigation  of  the  cause  of  such  arrest.    He  is  required  to 
suppress  all  breaches  of  the  peace  and  has  authority  to  call  to 
his  aid  the  power  of  the  county*  pursue  and  commit  to  jail  all 
felons;  maintain  and  preserve  order  in  the  courts  of  the  county 
except  justice  of  the  peace  courts.    Ho  also  maintains  the  jail 
and  takes  care  of  tho  prlaontira  oeafintd  ifl  it.  (4?)    It  ia  hia 
duty  to  protect  persons  in  danger  of  possible  lynchings.  (5)  He 
makes  arrests  of  all  persons  on  indictments,  warrants,  affidavits, 
and  upon  information  received  from  the  prosecutor  or  the  court, 
and  commits  them  to  jail.  (6)^ 

As  a  court  officer  of  Owen  County  he  is  required  to  make 
service  of  all  process.  (7)    He  sells  mortgaged  property  on  fore- 
closure proceedings;  (8)  executes  deeds  to  real  estate  sold  on

By  legislative  enactment  in  1923  a  miners1  examination 
board  was  oroatod  in  every  county  in  vrhich  there  is  located  a 
coal  mine  employing  ten  or  moro  miners,    The  board  is  appointed 
by  the  county  commissioners  and  consists  of  tvro  resident  miners 
•with  five  years  of  mining  experience,  who  are  engaged  as  coal 
ninors  in  the  county,  and  one  resident  coal  operator  of  the  county* 
The  board  is  appointed  to  servo  for  ono  year,  (l)    The  board 
clocts  its  officers       president,  secretary  and  treasurer  —  fron 
its  own  membership;  the  secretary  and  treasurer  may  be  one 
individual.    The  treasurer  of  the  board  must  post  a  bond*  (2) 
The  inception  date  of  this  board  in  Owen  County  is  • 
Tho  duties  of  the  board  include  examination  of  applicants 
desiring  to  work  as  coal  miners,  issuance  of  certificates  to 
those  who  pass  tho  examination  successfully,  and  issuance -of 
permits  to  persons  desiring  to  qualify  as  minors.    The  board 
must  keep  for  public  inspection  a  permanent  rocord  of  all  its 
procoodings,  containing  lists  of  certificates  and  permits  and 
tho  names  of  applicants.  (3)    It  makes  an  annual  roport  to  the 
county  commissioners  as  to  its  proceedings,  (4)  and  it  is  required 
to  investigate  complaints  regarding  any  violation  of  this  act.

Tho  offico  of  agricultural  agent  \ms  created  by  tho 
logislaturo  in  1913,    This  act  provided  that  an  agent  should  be 
appointed  upon  petition  by  the  residonts  of  the  county,  (l) 
The  inception  dato  of  this  offico  in  Chvon  County  is  1919, 

By  legislative  enactment  in  1937  tho  offico  of  agricultural 
agont  v.-as  created  for  every  Indiana  county.    The  agricultural 
agent  is  appointed  by  the  director  of  agricultural  extension 
service  of  Purdue  University,  subjoot  to  tho  approval  of  a 
state  board,  entitled  county  agricultural  agents  board.  The 
oualif ications  of  the  agricultural  agent  are  prescribed  by 
the  board.  (2) 

Tho  county  council  is  roquirod  to  appropriate  not  loss 
than  one  thousand  dollars  annually  to  be  used  in  paying  office 
help,  expenses  of  the  agent,  mileage,  rent,  or  other  incidentals, 
Tho  salary  of  tho  agricultural  agont  is  paid  by  tho  state 
through  Purdue  University. 

The  &rti§§  9f  tho  agricultural  ageatj  under  th§  iuprvisie-a 

of  Purdue  University,  are.-    To  cooperate  vdth  movements  for  the 
advancement  of  agricultural  and  country  life,  vdth  farmers' 
institutes,  farmers'  clubs,  and  other  rural  and  civic  organisa- 
tions; to  conduct  practical  farm  demonstrations,  boys'  and  girls 
tflubs  and  contest  work;  to  give  advice  to  farmers  on  practical 
farm  problems;  and  to  aid  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the 
teachers  of  the  county  in  giving  practical  education  in 
agriculture  and  domestic  science.  (2) 
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By  an  act  of  1931,  tho  offico  of  homo  demonstration 
agent,  whoso  work  is  supplemental  to  that  of  the  agricultural 
agent j  was  authorized  upon  petition  to  the  county  council  by  the 
taxpayers  of  tho  county.  (3)
